Eph.2.8.-Itisthe Apoſiles meaning, that faich doth 
looke vnto, and lay holde eucn: of faluation it ſcife, 
which we haue of Gods grace,as well as of any bene- 
fic rending thereunto. And ifit be obiced, that hee 
ſpeaketh nor of life everlaſting, which is laid vp for vs 
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in due time to be revealed, but of the preſent ſaluation 
and redemption, whereof heere weeare partakers; I 
anſwer: It is manifeſt inthe verſe going before, what 
he meancth by faluation; cuen ſpecially the treaſures 
of glory : Godhath raiſed v3 wp together, and made os 
fat in heavenly places, &5e, Fot wee are laned by grace 
throvgh faich, 

Thirdly , Faith doth not onely beginne to appre- 
hend it, and then leave vsto workes that wee may at- 
caine it: but faith doth ſill apply life vneo vs, till wee 
arc iuſtified and faued. By faub we fand and retozce ws 
der the hape of the glory of God. Roms. .. — by 
the power of God through faith nts ſaluation, which is ts 
be revealed, 1 Pet-1.5. Sothat our faich never giueth 
over, til} wechauethis faluation, eucn-theend of aur 
faich. Andcheſc confiderations doe ſufficienly ſhew, 
that fairh i3 it, or rather Chriſt received by faith, by & 
for which we arerightcousand acceptcd, yea, and at 
length atrainetife eucrlaſting. ©

Doubtleſſe, wee haue dead and du!l 
hears, if wee doe not retoice ia this life and glory , 
which by faith in Chriſt wee obraine ; if wee doc not 
long to takeour iourney vato heauen to haucthetull 
fruition of it; and doe not ſtrive for ic with praiers ro 
God, & ſtruggle with allour power againſt che world 
and Satan that would defeat vs of ir. Children, for 
want of vaderſtandiag,mind not thoſe goodly polleſ- 
ſions they are bornco ; content if they have a hobby- 
horſe coride,a painted rattle,or coinersto play with: 
And isitnor of a childiſh ignorance concerning the 
glory ofcternalllifc,that we ſolictle mindeic,and care- 
leſly lookafterit? but are well concented with thelc 
painred bables of the world, & ſpend all ourthoughts 
and ſtrength about chem? It ſhould therefore bee our 
continvall prater vnto God, (as Eph. 1. 18.) that the 
eyes of our minde may bcelightened;, that wee may 
know what isthe hope of Gods calling , *and whar is 
the riches of this glorious inhericance. One cleare 
view of this glorious conditionwould rauiſh our harts 
withthelouc of ic, and excite all-the powers+within

Secondly, wee may learnce patience, and vvith the 
morcquict mindes to beare afflitions and world!y

So likewile «Moſes, 
that man of God, did quit Pheravh3:ourt, & ict light 
by all the pleatures, wealch and honours of it, chuſing 
aboue theſerthe rebuke of Chriſt, and co ſuffer afflicth 
on with Gods people. And what gaue himin thee - 
and all his ſufferings, encouragement? but the large re- | 
compenceofeternalllife, which he ſaw before, & had- 
reſpe& vnto. Heb.1 1,242 5,26. Finally, the faribtull 
Hebrewes are highly commended by. the Apoſtle, 
Heb.1 0,33 3,34» for their great patience which they 
ſhewed 1m bearing atflictions z enduring reptoaches, 
being partners with Gods perſecuted people, and (uf- 
fcring wichioy the ſpoiling of their goods : of which 
their patience, this was the ground, chat they knewe 
inthemſclucs, how that in-beaucn they had a better, 
and an enduring ſubſtance. If a man of noble birth & 
rich reuenue,trauailing homewardchrough a forraine 


+ land, ſhould rhere haue bale indignities offcred him, 


nay, (hould fall into the hands vt thecucs, and by 
them be ſtripped of his rick apparckl, and robbed of 
all his mony z all chis would the leffe crouble him, for 
that he meant ro ſtay among theſe churliſh people no 
loagerthen needs hee muſt : and if heecould make 
ſhitt for a (ca{on, till hee came to his native coumry, 
that he knew him(clf there to hauc friends thar would 
honour him, and gofde and filuer enough to fupply 
this lofle, and fully to furniſh him. Why then ſhould 
we fretand gricue at the baſeintreaty which wee re- 
cciue from worldlings? atthe wrongs and _ 

that. 
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thatare offered vs?ac our worldly loſes? and general- 
ly all the miſeries ofthis life ? For have not we an hea- 
uenly home, and an ecernall life by Chriſt prepared 
for ys? at the which if wee onceartiue, wee know by 
faich that there we haue friends, even God, his Saints 
and Angels, who will honour vs, riches and crealurcs 
incſtimable ro ſtore vs, ioyand glory vnſpeakeable co 
refreſh vs. None would chinke it ſtrange to ſcea peor 
man that did carry al his treaſureabout him,co whine 
and cry,if fallinginto the hands of thecues hee did at 
once lecie all ; for hee is cleane vndone, and hatch no- 
thing leftto ſucconrhim : but it were extreame baſc- 
nes ina wealthy man to take on for the loſle of ſome 


 ſmalllummes, when it is well knowne, chat hee hach 


thouſands at home tharare fafe andentire. Thus tor 
worldly men, wee may wellallow them cochafe and 
fret, howle and cry-at the lofſe of cheir outward peace, 
wealch, mirth, honor and repucation.For (alas !)how 
can they doe otherwiſe? they are become ſtarke beg- 
gers;arecleancvnlone ; haucnothing left; nor know 
not whence to looke for a ſupply : but truely Gods 

ple doc too too bad ſhame their profeſsion, who 
in ourwardafflitions and loſſes grow impatient, and 
arc our of hart; whoſe lofſes are nothing co that which 
is left chem, and whole hopes, whichare in heauen re- 
ſerued forthem, will abundantly recompenſcall che 
miſcrics of chislife. 

Thirdly , This doth ſerue to eſtabliſhour hearts 
againſt ſundry worldly cares and feares:wearcin reft- 
lefle maner tofled in our lelues, & diſtrafted hither & 


' thicher, one while affeQing earthly greatnes & abun- 


dance; another while carking for earthly neceſſarics, 
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and fearing the wanrBfthem : Burali without cauſe, 
For « hat necde wee ſo admite at, and afpire vato 
theglory and happinelle of this life , who haue an c- 
ternalllifef char hath moſtexcecllear glory,riches,and 
happineſle joined with it , prepared and giuen vs 
through faichin Chriſt, Is itnot a baſe minde in a 
man,that is owner, or atleaſt heire, of moſt ſumpru- 
ous and ſtately palaces,to couet the poore cottages of 
beggers, thar ſtand by che high way ſide, and repine 
if be cannot get them? VWhar will ſatisfie vs, if hea- 
ven and cternalllife cannot? Doubtkſle, Danid made 
accountsthat in this pofleſsion,he was as wellas heart 
could wiſh. Fhelines(laich he,Pſad. 16. 6.) are fallen 
onto me inpleaſantplaces: yea, 1hauc a faire heritage. 
Soalſo is it very ſtrange,ro ſeea godly man toile and 
moile for carthly marcers, in feare of want, Feare not, 
little flocke : for it is your Fathers pleaſure to giue yon a 
Kingdeme ; faith Chriſt, Luke 12. 32. VWhat is it that 
we arebid notto feare ? The want of foode,raiment; 
and carthly neceſſarics, which are mentioned in the 
former verſes. And why ? Becauſe Our Father in hea» 
ucn doth mcanevsa kingdome. Por, what ? hath God 
prepared aneternall life for vs, and will he not main- 
rainc this remporall ? Hath he purchaſed heauen,and 
the glory ofut forvs, and will hceſec vs-periſh' for 
wane of carchly things ? There 1s not any carthly 
fa:her, that doth with great ſummes of moncy, pur- 
chaſeſarge-poſſeſsions forhis ſonne , and meanethro 
beſtow on him-his whole eſtare,, who will negle to 
finde him with toodeand raiment, and gine him ſuch 
maintenance as is fitting, Pcrhaps hewill keepe im 
ſomewhar ſhort during hisnonage , and nor. kt ws 
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haue his purſe alway full of money , for his idic ex- 
penſes, vntill he haue wit howtolay jt our, and ma- 
. nage ſogreat aneſtate: Sohcere, God doth'nor gue 
co hischildren outward things, alway in that tulneſle 
thacthcy dire, becauſe they hauenor vnderſtanding 
in this their nonage rodiſpole of them; and it might 
be dangerous co feede their humours : but it by faith 
we can once ſee that he hath meant vs his kingdome, 
and appointed eternall life for vs ; it is foale diſtruſt 
to coubt that hee will forſake vs, and puts to Our 
ſhifcs, forour earthly neceflaties. ' 

Fourthly,ic muſtexcite vs highly to prizefaich and tio ania. 
make vs lookeabour to gerfaith,andhow togrow 1n citrmentto 
it ; Peter(1,Pet. 1.7.) calleth faith apreciousthing, yea, _ 
much more precious then gold. And ſurely, there 1s 
nota more precious tewellin the world then it is: by 
which weobraine Chrift,and all his riches; aredrawn As by which 
out of deaths dungeon, quickened with a ſpirituall, weebes ie [al 
andintereſſedinerernalllife. Icisnotallchegold of cL,e. 
America,nor Rubies of the Occan, thatcan doe this 
for vs: No, there isnoother grace of the Spirir, but 
faith which can help vs to this benefic , poſlefle vs of 
C hrciſt, andencitle vs to heauen.”
